It is a book full of 
wisdom, of intimate knowledge of human 
nature, and to this day different versions of 
it hold sway over Eastern minds, Sir Edwin 
Arnold made his selection more than thirty 
years ago, but the book had gone out of print. 
It was worth reviving, for his version is a 
skilful one, appealing to Western readers, yet 
without losing the imagery and the flavour of 
the East. A’sop was so irritatingly direct. He . 
never took an interesting, roundabout path, 
and this unimaginative brevity he did not learn 
from the Hitopadesa.
